Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  2 Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  in  your  district 

for  the  year  1961,  I shall  interpret  the  statistics  and  influence  of  the  lato  Or.  Donald  Longbottom  who  died 

in  August  1961  and  Dr.  E,  H.  Gordon  who  was  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health  from  October  1961  until 
28th  February  1962.  In  the  untimely  death’ of  Dr.  Longbottom,  Hale  lost  a wise  friend  ’who  had  given  good 
service  to  the  area  since  1948.  In  the  interim  period  before  taking  up  ray  appointment  in  March  1962, 

Dr.  Gordon  acted  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  this  area  as  well  as  for  his  own  Division.  I am 
grateful  to  him  for  the  excellent  way  in  which  he  accomplished  this. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  14,690  and  the  population  (1961  census)  was  14,800.  This 
is  an  increase  of  at  least  1,310  over  the  mid-year  population  of  the  previous  year.  Halo  is  an  area  which 

shows  a steady  annual  increase  in  population.  There  wore  233  births  in  the  district  compared  with  185  in 

I960  and  the  standardised  birth  rate  was  16*2  per  thousand  of  the  population;  the  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  being  17*4.  This  is  an  improvement  on  previous  years  and  is  the  highest  yet  recorded  in  Hale.  In 

comparison,  there  was  only  one  infant  death  during  the  year. 

There  were  180  deaths  during  the  year  (85  male  and  95  female)  giving  a standardised  death  rate  of 
11*5  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  the  average  of  12.0  for  England  and  Wales.  The  number  of 
deaths  was  higher  than  the  previous  year  (178)  but  lower  than  the  1958  total  of  183  which  was  the  highest  ever 
recorded  in  Hale.  With  an  increasing  population,  the  number  of  deaths  per  year  is  bound  to  increase,  but 
the  important  figure  is  the  standardised  death  rate  which  so  far  is  lower  than  the  average  for  England  and 
liales.

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  there  were  only  32  deaths  from  cancer  (15  male  and  17  female)  as 
compared  with  34  in  I960.  7 were  due  to  carcinoma  of  the  lung  as  compared  with  9 the  previous  year. 

There  were  30  deaths  attributed  to  diseases  of  blood  vessels  in  the  brain,  32  duo  to  coronary  artery  disease, 
and  31  to  other  diseases  of  the  heart.  Practically  no  change  over  1960, 

Ihero  was,  however,  an  increase  in  death  from  respiratory  disease:  18  compared  with  11  in  I960. 
15  were  due  to  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  attributable  to  the  increase  in  respiratory  disease  (influenza)  in 
January  - March  1961.  In  addition,  there  were  4 deaths  due  to  Influenza  itself.  It  is  disturbing  to 
record  tho  Increase  in  death  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents  (4  compared  with  1 in  I960).  This  seems  to  be 
a statistic  which  may  increase  rather  than  decrease,  especially  with  the  upsurge  in  road  traffic. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  Divisional  area  during  1961,  and  there  wore  292  notifiod 
c&aes  in  Hale.  nil  were  mild  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or  food  poisoning  during  the  year. 

There  were  3 new  cases  of  tuberculosis  during  tho  year;  all  males  aged  40  or  over.  They  were 
discovered  during  routine  chest  X-ray  following  tho  influenza  outbreak.  There  were  41  cases  on  tho 
tuberculosis  register:  2 less  than  the  previous  year. 

I wish  to  thank  Mr.  Sealey,  your  public  health  inspector  for  his  loyalty  to  the  late 
Dr.  Longbottom,  Dr.  Gordon  and  more  recently  to  myself.  Both  he  and  Miss  Drinkwater  have  been  of 
considerable  assistance  in  the  preparation  and  typing  of  this  report.

HATER  SUPPLY. 


Thero  remain  only  two  houses  without  mains  water.  Their  existing  well  supply  is  net 

satisfactory,  but  the  houses  are  several  hundred  yards  from  the  nearest  main. 

i'.ains  water  is  supplied  by  the  Manchester  Corporation,  and  a constant  supply  of  excellent 
quality  is  maintained.  Supply  is  in  all  cases  direct  to  the  houses,  standpipes  being  non-existent  in 
the  area.

Tho  above  co Li form  bacteria  were  derived  from  "aftergrowths"  in  deposits  in  mains.  The 
higher  coli  counts  were  associated  with  local  disturbed  mains  conditions,  such  as  reversal  of  flow, 
flushing,  etc.  Repeat  samples  were  taken  on  four  occasions  (9  samples)  and  all  were  coli-frce,  that 
is  excellent. 

On  the  same  days  as  tho  40  samples  with  coli  were  taken,  90  other  samples  were  also  taken 
and  those  wore  coli -free  or  excellent. 

Of  the  40  samples  with  coliforra  bacteria,  24  contained  only  1 coli  per  100  mis  and  29 
contained  not  more  than  2 coli,  of  which  5 samples  contained  1 faecal  coli  per  100  mis. 

The  water  supply  has  been  of  excellent  chemical  quality  and  very  satisfactory  bacteriological 
quality  throughout  tho  year. 


SEWERAGE. 


Now  sewers  have  been  laid  during  tho  year  at  Wol Igroen  for  tho  Hale  Lodge  Estate,  and  in  the 
High  Elm  Road  and  Chapel  Lane  areas  of  Halebarns. 

As  a result  of  extensive  development  in  the  Halebarns  and  iiellgrcen  areas  of  the  district,  some 
of  tho  older  portions  of  the  existing  sewerage  system  are  becoming  inadequate  during  storm  periods,  and  the 
matter  is  being  actively  investigated  by  the  Council  at  tho  present  time. 

The  developers  sower  in  Ash  Lane  was  extended  to  provide  for  the  abolition  of  a multiple  septic 
tank  plant  and  connection  of  the  ton  houses  it  serves  to  the  sewer. 
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SE1JAGE  DISPOSAL. 


The  works  of  enlarging  the  existing  sewage  works  at  Bankhall  Lane  are  now  nearing  completion, 
when  they  will  be-  quite  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 


SAM  IT  ARY  jiCCOiliDDATIOiJ, 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remain  in  the  unsewerod  parts  of  the  district  15  pail  closets,  one 
having  been  abolished  during  the  year.  Efforts  continue  to  be  made  to  persuade  owners  of  those  properties, 
where  possible,  to  avail  themselves  of  Improvement  Grants  for  the  provision  of  i/.C's.  in  substitution  for  these 
pai l closets. 


All  other  houses  in  the  district  are  provided  with  water  closets. 


CLEAN  AIR. 

8 smoke  observations  wore  made  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  a raw  fuel  fired  industrial  chimney  which  has  given  previous  trouble  in  tho 
central  area  of  Hale  was  converted  to  oil-firing. 

One  other  oil-fired  plant  which  gave  trouble  during  tho  year  was  renewed. 

Since  these  adaptations  tho  area  is  almost  wholly  free  from  industrial  smoke. 

The  Council  is  continuing  to  give  active  consideration  to  tho  creation  of  “smoke  control" 

areas. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS  AND  OTHER  INSECT  PESTS. 

No  cases  of  bug  infestation  were  discovered  during  the  year.  The  help  of  the  Department  was 
sought  on  36  occasions  in  eliminating  other  insects  including  wasps  - Gamraexane,  Zaldecidc  and  Cymag  were 
successfully  used.

There  are  several  stables  and  one  knacker's  yard  in  the  district.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 


The  weekly  emptying  of  ashbins  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  with  the  exception  of  the  week* 
immediately  after  the  Christmas  holidays. 

A new  Fore  S Aft  Tipper  was  ordered  in  February  for  delivery  early  in  1 962.  l.'hen  this  vehicle  is 
received  we  shall  have  for  the  first  time  adequate  reserve  cover  for  breakdowns  and  some  future  development. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  over  the  whole  district. 

Cesspools  and  septic  tanks  are  emptied  free  of  charge  by  the  Council  as  required.  It  is 
estimated  that  there  arc  at  present  110  houses  in  the  district  draining  to  cesspools  or  septic  tanks. 

1 such  tank  was  abolished  during  the  year,  and  it  is  hoped  in  the  forthcoming  year  to  connect  ten  houses  to  the 

sower  which  have  hitherto  drained  to  a common  septic  tank.  lie  shall  then  have  only  one  of  these  troublesome 

multiple-property  tank  plants  and  pressure  is  being  brought  to  bear  on  the  joint  owners  for  a complete  overhaul 
of  that  remaining  installation. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL, 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Grove  Lane,  It  became  necessary  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year  to  tip  into  part  of  the  water  area,  and  nuisance  was  caused  to  neighbouring  residents.  Such 
tipping  into  the  water  was  curtailed  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  every  effort  is  being  mado  to  cut  the  pond 
into  segments  by  means  of  causeways  made  of  inert  tipping  material.  Although  this  may  tend  to  reduce  the 
Life  of  the  tip,  it  is  essential  if  wo  are  to  conduct  future  tipping  operations  without  nuisance,  and  as  a further 
safeguard  the  Council  have  agreed  to  the  principle  of  chlorination  of  the  water  should  this  become  necessary, 

PETROLEUi!  STORAGE  PREMISES. 

Supervision  of  premises  Licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  is  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Licences  are  in  force  in  regard  to  13  premises,  and  in  all  but  two  of  those  storage  is 
wholly  underground. 

All  electrical  pump  installations  are  in  receipt  of  certificates  indicating  that  the  wiring,  etc. 
is  satisfactory. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Council  continued  to  treat  dwelling  houses  infested  with  rats  and  mice,  free  of  charge. 
Treatment  is  carried  out  by  one  of  the  Councils  workmen,  trained  in  disinfestation  methods.
